Asserting that while “such pro- 
posals are indeed a great honor I 
feel that I cannot alter the atti- 
tude that I have consistently pre- 
served,” Hoover's letter continued.

today. I think that at this time 
the issues before the country 
transcend partisanship. It is well 
known that I was a Progressive 
Republican before the war and I 
think rightly a nonpartisan dur- 
ing my war service.

Tne council recognized 
that the capital sums required for 
this restoration may properly be 
raised by market loans in antici!- 
pation of the reparation payments 
provided for by the treaty, and 
that the restrictions which they 
desire to see placed on new bor- 
rowing do not apply to loans and 
credits raised for the purpose of 
meeting this abnormal capital ex- 
penditure. 

Reparations Discussed. 

“BR. The Powers represented at 
the.-conference have taken un- 
der consideration Article 235 
and cognate articles of the 
treaty of Versailles and .passages 
in the letter addressed June 15, 
1919, by the Supreme Council to 
the peace delegates which contem- 
plate that Germany shall make 
proposals for fixing the total of the 
payments to be made by her by 
way of reparation and that facili- 
ties may be given her to obtain 
necessary foodstuffs and raw ma- 
terials in advance of the payments 
being made by way of reparation. 

“The Powers are agreed that it 
is desirable in the interest, alike of 
Germany and her creditors, that 
the total to be paid by her for 
reparation should be fixed at an 
early date. They observe that un- 
der the protocol of the treaty a pe- 
riod of four months from the sig- 
nature of the treaty was provided 
during which Germany should 
have the right to make proposals 
of the kind referred to and they 
are agreed that in the circum- 
stances as they exist today such 
period should be éxtended.” 

Concerning Germany, the mem- 
orandum says: 

“It is most desirable in the in- 
terests of the allied countries no 
less than of Germany that at the 
earliest possible moment the total 
of repayments to be made by Ger- 
many under the treaty of Ver- 
sailles should be fixed and that in 
accordance with the terms of the 
treaty and the reply of the powers 
to the German delegates, dated 
June 16, 1919, she should be en- 
abled to obtain essential food- 
stuffs and raw materials and if 
necessary, in the opinion of the 
reparations commission, should be 
allowed to raise abroad, a loan to 
meet her immediate needs of such 
amount and with such priority as 
the reparations commission may 
deem essential. 

Aid for Austria. 


“In the case of Austria the 
powers recognize that even more 
active assistance may be required 
to be given.” 

The memorandum makes the 
following general observations: 

“The process of recovery of Eu- 
rope must necessarily be a slow 
one which cannot be expedited by 
short cuts of any description. It 
can be most seriously hampered 
by the dislocation of production, 
by strikes, lockouts and interrup- 
tions of work of all kinds.

She Quit, After 10 Years, Day 
Before 10 Per Cent Gratuity 
Was Distributed. 

Miss Edith G. O@enwalder of 4440 
Natural Bridge avenues yesterday 
fiied suit against the Shapleigh Hard- 
ware Co. for $168.50, based on a 
promise of a 10 per cent bonus al- 
leged to have been made by the 
company to its employes. 

The plaintiff says that she was a 
stenographer for the defendant, hav- 
ing been in its service 10 years, and 
that. she continued with the firm 
during 1919 on the promise that the 
bonus would be paid at the end of 
the year.

He 
said she was private secretary to 
the manager.

shoes than before the war, 
said: 

“There is no escape from that con- 
clusion. They have made more money 
than they ever made before. 

“In a conference with some retail 
shoe merchants in another city I 
asked a question as to the turn-over 
in the retail shoe business. They 
said that the turnover of a good re- 
tailer would be from two and a half 
to four timesa year. If that be true, 
even if it is only twice a year, they 
got a tremendous return on the cap- 
ital actually invested in their busi- 
ness, 

“Assuming that the average profit 
of the retailer on a pair of shoes is 
50 per cent—and it is not far from 
that—a retailer who pays $2 for a 
pair of shoes sells‘ the shoes for $3. 
Assuming for the sake of easy com- 
putation that his cost of doing busi- 
ness is 25 per cent, that would leave 

cent net profit, which 
| would be 12% per cent of his cost. 
If he turns his investment over two 
‘and a half times a year, and assum- 
ling that one-fifth of his investment 
| is for fixtures, which usually it is| 
not, he would get a return of 25 per 
cent on his’ capital invested, or 
more.” 

Asked whether he thought that 
should be reduced, Robertson said: 

“Speaking from the standard that 
most people have undertaken to set 
for industry in general, I would say 
that a return of 20 to 25 per cent 
on capital invested was excessive. If 
they complain of industrial concerns 
like the Steel Corporation and other 
large industrial concerns for earning 
and paying to their stockholders ex- 
tremely large dividends, I see no 
reason why the retail merchant 
should be entitled to any greater re- 
turn on his capital invested than the 
ordinary industrial concern.” 

Testimony of Dealers. 

Several leading Washington shoe 
| dealers testified. 

Summing up the statement of Ar- 
thur Burt, Robertson said: Your 
sales (for 1917) were $180,000, your 
investment $60,000, and you turned 
over your capital three times, and 
you made on the turnover 10 per 
cent, and you made on your capital 
invested three times that, which was 
30 per cent, after you had deducted 
your excess profits taxes.”’ 
| Burt said that was correct. He re- 

ceived a salary of $5000 as presi- 
| dent of his company in 1917 and cf 
$7000 in 1918. His regular groas 
profit on a pair of shoes, he said, 
| was 66 2-3 per cent. He regarded 
the shoe business as one of the most 
hazardous in which a man could “n- 
gage. 

The invested capital of B. Rich's 
Sons, according to testimony by the 
manager, increased from $77,759 in 
1914, to $111,924 in 1918, and the net 
profits increased from $2044 to $64,- 
The salaries of the two mem- 
bers of the firm in 1918 were $6500 
each. The average ‘“‘mark-up” of 
the firm was given as 66 2-3 per 
cent. 

“Is it true,” the manager was 
asked, ‘“‘that the gross profit for a 
pair of shoes in dollars is twice as 
much as it was five years ago?” 

“I should say it is,” was the reply. 

Margin of Profit Not Fixed. 

Sol Meyer in 1918 sold for $12.50 
a particular grade of military shoe 
ithat cost $7. 

“Can you give the committee any 
|reasons why you had to sell the 
|shoes at that price?"’ he was asked. 

“There is no reason at all,” said 
Meyer. “Our margin of profit was 
not fixed. We never had any parti- 
cular margin to make on_s shoes. 
Other shoes, perhaps, sold at less 
| profit.”’

AMERICAN COMMENT 
ON PRESIDENT'S STAND 


New York Post Says Democrats 
Must Ratify on Any Terms, 
Then Get His Answer.

NEW YORK, March 
York newspapers today 
editorially on Wilson's 
reservations as follows: 

New York Evening Post—‘ Mr. 
Wilson’s letter to Senator Hitchcock 
fails to meet the purpose which it 
was expected to serve. It is not a 
specific ultimatum. It does not 
concretely state in what contingen- 
cies the President would accept rati- 
fication or reject it. To say that a 
nullified treaty is unacceptable is to 
say nothing new. The need of the 
moment is to know just what Mr.

“Concerning one thing, however, 
there is not the least chance for am- 
biguity, and that is the duty of the 
Democratic Senators. They must 
ratify on any possible terms. It 
would have been their duty to ratify 
if Mr. Wilson had forbidden them. 
It is their duty now to present Mr. 
Wilson with a ratified treaty and so 
elicit from him the clear yes or no 
which his letter does not supply.” 

New York Sun—‘“Even those Sen- 
ators who are known as mild reser- 
vationists and who have come per- 
haps the nearest to manifesting 
readiness to accept the substance if 
not the exact form of his personally 
determined fabric of super-govern- 
ment are now denounced by Mr. 
Wilson as mild nullifiers, 

“For lambasting purposes. the 
word ‘nullifier’ is as offensive as ‘quit- 
ter’ or any of the other terms of stud- 
ied insult and contempt applied by 
the author of article 10 to those who 
have objected to his self-determined 
conceptions. ‘I hear of reservationists 
and mild reservationists, he writes 
to the long-suffering Hitchcock, but 
I cannot understand the difference 
between a nullifier and a mild nul- 
lifier. Again: ‘I have been struck by 
the fact that every so-called reserva- 
tion was in effect a father sweeping 
nullification of the terms of the 
treaty itself.’ ”’

Wife of Dead Advertisieg ks Re- 
fuses to Allow His Body Sent 
to Her Home.

CHICAGO, March 10.—That there 
were other men in the life of Mrs.

Mrs. Blever notified the Coroner 
last night that she would not allow 
the body of her husband to be 
brought to her home. 


RATES ON AUTOMOBILE THEFT 
INSURANCE TO BE ADVANCED 


Insurance companies writing auto- 
mobile risks have decided to quit 
worrying over the increase in the 
number of automobile thefts in cities 
of the United States and to increase 
their rates to a point where such 
risks will vield a profit.

The transpacific flight has been 
made possible, the association says, 
by a new American invention of Kd- 
son G. Eellaudet of East Greenwich. 
R. I., whereby three Liberty engines 
are coupled to one 18-foot propelier, 
each engine being geared down so 
as to permit the propeller to func- 
tion at its maximum efficiency. The 
new boats will have separate power 
plants, each containing three high- 
compression Liberty engines, or nine 
motors to each ship. 

The association announced that de- 
tailed plans of the new ‘boats pre-

The new boats will be 
with a wing spread of 140 feet, 
compared with a spread 
feet of the NC boats.

The hulls will be 67 feet long, 22 
feet longer than that of the NC-4. 
The cruising radius of the new boats 
is estimated at 2100 nautical miles, 
nearly twice that of the NC craft. 

Three high-compression motors 
will drive each of the three giant 
propellers. Each unit of three mo- 
tors will be installed i. a separate 
nacelle, thus making possible repairs 
while in actual flight, something 
which the association says has been 
hitherto impracticable on all air- 
planes in the world. 

Each of the nacelles in which the 
power units are placed will have ac- 
commodations for an engineer dur- 
ing flight. Each propeller will be 
driven by two motors with one in re- 
serve. If one of the active motors 
the engineer will be able to 
throw the reserve motor into gear 
while he repairs the defects of .the 
crippled engine. Under the plans 
prepared the giant craft will be able 
to carry a load of 10 or 11 pounds 
to the square foot of wing surface, 
or 30 tons, more than double that of 
the navy’s transatlantic boats. 

The triplanes will have- a speed 
capacity of 85 knots. 

Flight Expected in April. 

Provisions for cutting down wind 
resistance and making the craft as 
light as possible will be brought 
about by closing in the Nacelles and 
constructing the wing struts and 
spars of duralumin, the metal of 
which dirigible skeletons are made. 
This is said to mark a new departure 
in airplane construction.
